NEW BUDGET TOTAL 
WILL BE ADOPTED 


City Councilmen Look to Fu- 
ture in Planning Local 
Expenses 





Amount ‘of money expected to 
be expended by the city of Upland 
during the period ending July 1, 
1936, probably will be determined 
at the meeting of the Upland city 
council Thursday night. The fi- 
nance committee of the council, 
Fred E. Draper, A. H. Johnson and 
D. J. Cameron, met last night and 
tentatively approved the list of 
expenditures. 

The councilmen are faced with 
two conflicting problems—trying 
to relieve the property owners of 
the tax burden and trying to ob- 
tain local improvements with fed- 
eral funds. To obtain federal 
funds on unemployment relief pro- 
jects, the city must share a small 
cost of the improvements, 

Return of the public utility 
property to local taxation rolls 
gives the city a larger income than 
formerly. 

“In planning our expenditures, 
we have tried to ‘forget’ about 
that incréased income and pass it 
lon to the benefit of the local tax- 
payers,” Mr. Draper, who is chair- 
‘man of the council finance com- 





mittee, said. ¥ 
_ “On the other hand, there are 
improvements that we should 


make in the new annexation dis- 
trict. And there is the opportun- 
ity for us to get major improve- 
ments at comparatively little ex- 
pense in the federal unemployment 
relief program.”

LIFE'S SPAN IS 
7 YEARS LONGER 





Rotarians Told by Dr. Weber 
About Medical Progress 
In 25 Years 





Man’s average life span is now 
60 years while 25 years ago the 
average was 53 years due to the 
progress made in medicine, in pre- 
vention of diseases and in treat- 
ment. 

It was about this advancement 
that Dr. A. L. Weber spoke at the 
meeting of the Upland Rotary club 
in the Upland Inn at noon to- 
day. 

He covered the 25-year period 
in his summary of medical ad- 
vancements because that period 
corresponds with the length of his 
residence in Upland. In closing 
his very informative and interest- 
ing address, Dr. Weber expressed 
an appreciation for the opportun- 
ities given him to be of service 
and of the joys and pleasures it 
had brought. 

Referring to the text books of 
25 years ago, Dr. Weber, former 
Rotarian president, civic leader 
and benefactor, said that very lit- 
tle was given about X-rays. Very 
little was also known about bio- 
chemistry and about: diagnosing 
many of the diseases that are now 
well controlled. 


Only about 1000 cases of ty- 
phoid occurred among members of 
the United States army during the 
World war, Dr. Weber said, con- 
trasting that fact with the situa- 
tion in former wars, with typhoid 
claiming many lives. In earlier 
years, the Upland hospital was fill- 
ed during the summer months 
with typhoid cases, while now 4 
doctor seldom hears of a typhoid 
case, he said. 

Youths can now be inocculated 
quite successfully against typhoid, | 
diphtheria and whooping cough, he 
said.

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This Age of Automobiles 


While it may soon be too late to talk about the age of 
automobiles—for almost before we realize it we may be using 
the airplane as the most common mode of transportation—a 
lot of interesting things have happened in the realm of motor- 
dom during the past 25 years. 

Just that long ago, so we are reminded, the first attempt 
was made by a woman to make a coast to coast trip by auto- 
mobile. As the Hemet News remarks : 

“Twenty-five years ago is a long or a short time, aceord- 
ing to the period from which one looks at it. At the age of 30 
or under it is pretty remote. It carries one out of the present 
and into that period known as history, when time had not yet 
begun for the heholder. From the viewpoint of 50 or above, it 
is only yesterday.” 


Twenty-five years ago—that was in 1910- 





‘automobile trip was not only an adventure, but it was regard- 
ed as a real accomplishment—if it was accomplished. | Those 
were the days when we rigged wp in special togs for auto driv- 
ing. The men must have caps and the women must have a veil 
to tie around their hats so as to hold them on their heads— 
for there were few, if any, closed cars in those days. In com- 
parison with the aut mobile of today the ears of 25 years ago 
were indeed crude. One could seareely hope to go any dis- 
tance without having trouble of some kind—and it was ‘“‘some} 
job’’ to change tires in those days. On some of the joy rides, 
one had to be under the car more time than he was in it. 

In 1910—25 years ago—there were only 181,000 automo- 
biles manufactured in the whole country—and there wasn’t any 
depression or “hard times’’ period either. Twenty-five to 30 
miles an hour was ‘‘traveling some’’—and the most luxurious 
limousine did not compare with the cheapest cars of today in 
eomfort, luxury or speed. Then an automobile ride was a real 
treat to most of us—and the owner of one who would pass by 
his friends without inviting them to take a ride was classed 
amone the ‘‘tightwads’’—or a high-hatter. 

Sut what about the automobile now? Manufacturers are 
turning out as many cars per month now as they did in the | 
entire year of 1910--and the business isn’t up to normal either. 
That year there were only 458,000 cars registered in the United 
States—while more than twiee that many will be registered in 
California alone this year And what performers they are. 

Twenty-five } s avo there were less than a thousand miles | 
of surfaced country highways—today (and for some years 
past) they have been building paved roads so fast the map ! 
makers can’t keep up 

And what a great improvement has been made in tires. 
Back in 1910 there was no differentiation between four, six and 
eight ply—they were all the same ply, and that must have | 


been about two-ply. We bought our first car about 1913. It 
cost us $42.50 for our ““spare tire’’—and the set run us abort 
9200 miles. It was regarded as a real accomplishment when 
tires reached the stage where they were euaranteed to run 
5000 or 6000 miles—and there were plenty of strings tied to the 
guarantee at that. Now—if a fellow gets less than 15,000 
miles out of his tires he feels he has been cheated—and they 
now cost him only about a half or a third as much as they did 
25 years ago. 

When the fellow comes around who dotes on talking about 
“the good old days’’—and how much better things were and 
how much less they cost—just bring up the matter of automo- 
biles. 

But you had better not bring up the subject of accidents 
and deaths caused by the eareless drivers.

Proposition No. 2 will permit the state to borrow money 
from banks at one per cent or less in anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes and revenues.

ine care of a debt which otherwise would be handled through 
the more costly and laborious registered warrant method. 

Proposition No, 3 provides for a bond issue to build Reetor 
eanyon dam in Napa county, designed to furnish an adequate 
supply of water to state institutions in that area.
